During World War II, however, this requirement 
was not strictly observed and the school accepted candidates with as little as 
seven years of education,, The school * s annual enrollment was appro xima tely 300 
students, ihe age limit for civilian candidates -was 23 years old and for those of 
the Navy, 28 years old. There were not too many candidates accepted from the Navy, 

their number did not exceed ten percent *

At the end of the second year* and as a part of practical draining*

make diagnoses of ambulatory patients.
